At its July 12 regular meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council ap- 
proved a new bus route, and 
heard reports on conditions on 
Southway, cooling centers in the 
city, and the status of the 
Greenbelt Theater. Just three 
councilmembers, Mayor Judith 
Davis, Rodney Roberts and Ed- 
ward Putens, were present. 

TheBus 

Council authorized a six- 
month trial of the county-run 
TheBus to run between the 
Greenbelt Metro Station and 
Goddard Space Flight Center. 
The county had suggested that a 
route between the Greenbelt and 
New Carrollton Metro stations, 
with service to Springhill Lake, 
Beltway Plaza, Belle Point, 
Green Ridge House, Roosevelt 
Center, Greenbelt East and New 
Carrollton, would be more use- 
ful. Existing Metrobus routes al- 
ready serve Goddard, and the 
county tries to avoid duplicating 
Metrobus service. However, the 
three councilmembers present 


said that the requests they had ° 


received were for service to 
NASA. The route will be exam- 
ined after six-months; if service 
does not warrant continuation, 
the city and county will work to- 
gether to revise the route. 
Southway Ramp 
Police Chief James Craze re- 
ported that there have been sev- 
eral accidents on the ramp from 
westbound Greenbelt Road onto 


Southway, especially in the rain 
due to poor road conditions. 
Earlier that day, a truck had gone 
off the ramp into the woods. As 
a result, police closed the ramp 
until the pavement dried. The 
city is working with the State 
Highway Administration to get 
the road re-milled and possibly 
re-engineered. In the meantime, 
however, police may close the 
ramp whenever it rains. 
Cooling Centers 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin noted that all city 
facilities are air-conditioned and 
serve as daytime cooling centers. 


He (Paul Sanchez) recently 
had to raise ticket prices, 
he said, as a condition for 

obtaining first run films. 





During a prolonged blackout, or 
other emergency conditions, the 
city’s emergency plan will take 
effect and the buildings can be 
kept open around the clock. 
Theater 

An ordinance for preparing 
and installing a mew marquee and 
changeable copy sign for the the- 
ater in Roosevelt Center was in- 
troduced. The signs are to be 
exact duplicates of the originals. 
During the discussion, however, 
some questions arose about the 
color of the letters and piping 
around the signs. Because only 
black and white pictures are

available, it is unclear whether 
the letters the theater still owns 
once had another color of paint 
over them that has since chipped 
off. The resolution was proposed 
to be enacted under a suspension 
of the rules to permit installation 
by Labor Day. However, because 
four ‘yes’ votes are required to 
suspend the rules and with 
councilmembers Thomas White 
and Alan Turnbull absent, this 
was not possible. The resolution 
will be considered for final adop- 
tion at the August 9 regular 
council meeting. 

Paul Sanchez, operator of the 
theater, then reported to council 
on theater operations. He said 
that in his eight years operating 
the theater, 1998 was the first 
time he had made a profit, how- 
ever small ($2,300). He gave 
most of the credit to the city, 
which had boosted awareness of 
the theater with well-publicized 
film festivals, and to the Friends 
of the Greenbelt Theater. Atten- 
dance has been up each of the 
first five months of 1999 over the 
same months a year ago. 

He has made additional invest- 
ments in the theater, he said. A 
new, state-of-the-art Dolby Digi- 
tal sound system is to be in- 
stalled soon. In the fall, new 
seats will be installed and the 
bathrooms will be renovated. In 
addition, he has reduced his debt 
from $141,000 to $102,000 at the 
end of May.

Arts Advisory Board Discusses 
Proposed Arts Policy Revision

Meeting on July 21 with city 
liaison Sarah Schaffer, members 
of the Greenbelt Arts Advisory 
Board which advises the City 
Council worked for a time on 
orally revising and rewriting por- 
tions of the 1988 and 1991] arts 
policy statements distributed by 
Schaffer. The attempt to work 
on policy statements as a large 
group was unsuccessful, and 
members voted to appoint a com- 
mittee to rewrite policy and bring 
it back to the full board. Ap- 
pointed were Richard Bates, 
Nancy dePlatchett, Mary Clark, 
Dennis Jelalian and Andrew Nitz. 

The remainder of the meeting 
was devoted to discussion of vari- 
ous issues, including the proposed 
Studio Artists License Agreement 
which future licensees of Com- 
munity Center second floor artist 
space will be required to sign. 
Board members gave lengthy 
consideration to and made some- 
times pointed comments about 
matters related to the proposed 
jurying of the art work of future 
licensees and lack of second floor 
.space turnover. Jurying is a pro- 
cess designed to ensure diversity, 
equity and quality in art works, 
Schaffer said. 


Nancy dePlatchett, a current 
art space tenant, said the artists 
were not against jurying, but they 
were concerned about such issues 
as how jurors would be selected. 
“We have asked how this is to be 
done, and gotten no answers,” she 
said. DePlatchett also said uncer- 
tainty and proposed new rules 
have created a lot of animosity 
over the last year or so for the 
people who thought we had space 
for as long as we wanted it, and 
who have invested in equipment 
for their studios.” She stressed 
that more time is needed “so the 
process can be done correctly,” 
and she pointed out that there is 
only a short time before licenses 
are up for renewal at the * of 
December. =. 

Speaking for the Artists 

Speaking for the studio artists, 
Richard Bates noted that he had 
put in a termination notice for his 
space so as to have no conflict of 
interest in speaking out. He de- 
scribed the current policy as es- 
sentially a first-come, first-served 
policy—as artists left, other artists 
could get space. The former 
Community Center coordinator 
kept a waiting list, dePlatchett 
noted. Bates wanted the board 
to approve a proposal he set out 


in his termination letter. He pro- 
posed that current licensees re- 
ceive a one-year extension of 
their licenses with little other 
change in requirements for artists. 
The Bates proposal received a 4- 
4 tie vote and was not approved. 

A vote on jurying as set out 
in the new proposal was de- 
feated, but a second vote support- 
ing the concept of jurying re- 
ceived unanimous support. Jeff 
Morisette, a Greenbelt citizen 
who attended the meeting, 


stressed that “something needs to 
be done and done right away.” 
On the matter of residency, board 
member Judy Holland voiced her 
belief that Greenbelt residents

Florence Holly, “Outstanding 
Citizen”Of 1989, Still Active

So what has happened to Flo- 
rence Holly, Greenbelt’s Out- 
standing Citizen for 1989, during 
the last ten years? For one thing, 
she says, “I’ve learned to say 
‘no’! But when she goes on to 
describe her present activities in 
the community, the kinds of 
things for which she was chosen 
for the city’s premiere award, 
you have to wonder what were 
the activities that prompted that 


She's still active in Holy 
Cross Lutheran Church, you dis- 
cover, where once a month, she 
reads the scripture passage at the 
Sunday service and where she 
counts the collection. She also 
helps there with a regular 
monthly breakfast. Then she’s 
still active in the Golden Age 
Club. She had been its president 
when she was nominated ten 
years ago; afterward she ran the 


club’s travel program. She still 


assists the travel director, taking 
care of the accounts, and serves 
as club chaplain, opening meet- 
ings with a special message. 

So what were the activities 
that she turned down—now that 
she’s reached the age of 90? 
GHI invited’ her to serve on an 
important committee, and so did 
the city of Greenbelt. Both en- 
tailed important responsibilities, 
and, she says, “I couldn't do it 
justice.” As a bona fide nonage- 
narian, one would have to say, 
she’s entitled. 

But don’t think she’s taken to 
her rocking chair. 

Besides her home _ in 
Greenbelt, she described three 
properties she owns in Terra Alta, 
West Virginia—two rental proper- 
ties and a part-time residence for 
herself. About once a month she 
makes the 255-mile drive. to this 
mountain location, which is not - 
far from Oakland, Maryland.

‘“‘Woman’s Work” Series 


Is Siegel’s GATE Project

“Wise women have been tell- 
ing the stories of our [women’s] 
heritage around the fireplace for 
thousands of years. The method, 
or the technology, of the 
storytelling is different now. But 
the stories need to be told,” says 
Valerie Siegel. She is not only 
the pioneer for Greenbelt Access 
Television’s (GATE) program 
“Woman’s Work,” but also 
GATE’s vice president and trea- 
surer. 

“Woman’s Work,” which be- 


gan filming in April, features a 


series of interviews with women 
who were (and are) vital in so- 
cial change and who live in 
Greenbelt. ““Woman’s Work was a 
show that I had in mind to do a 
long time ago,” says Siegel. 
When GATE provided the equip-_ 
ment and staff, she did not hesi- 
tate. 


Thus far, Siegel has inter- 
viewed Maureen Lamasney, an 
Associate Judge of the Circuit 
Court for Prince George’s County; 
Virginia Walcott Beauchamp, au- 
thor of the book “A Private War,” 
writer and editor for the 
Greenbelt News Review, and re- 
tired professor of English at the 
University of Maryland at College 
Park; and Nancy dePlatchett, a 
teacher at Thomas G. Pullen 
Magnet School for the Creative 
and Performing Arts, an artist, 
and award recipient. More inter- 
views are scheduled. 

No Previous TV Experience 

Given the quality of Siegel’s 
program, it is surprising to learn 
that she has no previous television 
experience. She, as well as other 
GATE board members, is a vol- 
unteer at GATE. Siegel, who is a

Aetna Lot Attendants 


To Cut Street Parking 
Parking along Ora Glen 


Drive should be significantly 


reduced, according to a plan 
being instituted by Penn Park- 
ing for Aetna/NYLCare. Penn 
was employed by CLW Real 
Estate, which has assumed re- 
sponsibility for the management 
of Aetna’s real estate in Prince 
George’s County. Under the 
new parking scheme, the garage 
on the Commerce Center III 
property will be open to all 
Aetna employees. In addition, 
there will be parking lot atten- 
dants on duty 10 hours each 
day. This should increase park- 
ing at the Aetna/NYLCare prop- 
erty by 63 cars and should re- 
duce the on-street parking by 
one-half, according to City 
Manager Michael P. 
McLaughlin, who met recently 
with representatives of CLW, 
Aetna, and Penn Parking. 

McLaughlin told the city 
council in a memo that he also 
inquired if Aetna would be ex- 
panding operations. He re- 
ported that Todd Martin of 
Aetna indicated a future merger 
with Prudential would likely 
spread out operations, since 
Prudential has other operating 
centers in the area. Aetna is 
planning to phase out the third 
(overnight) shift. This is not 
expected to increase the day- 
time and late afternoon/evening 
shift.

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Need of Water 


Have you taken a look at 
Greenbelt’s trees lately? I read 
your article about the recent cut- 
ting of a large, old tree, an event 
I witnessed while taking a walk. 
After two years of drought, the 
damage appears generally massive. 
Many leafy trees now have a see- 
through quality and even needle 
trees show partial portions of their 
branches denuded. As a tree lover 
I feel the city had better do some- 
thing about it, and it’s none too 
soon. 

The first thing that comes to 
mind is that tank mounted on 
wheels used by farmers to get liq- 
uid fertilizer out on the fields. A 
few of those purchased by the city 
and filled with water might furnish 
arboreal first aid. A study to de- 
velop long-range measures also 
would not hurt, provided it was 
not used as an excuse to delay 
immediate action. 

Experts have accumulated 
ample evidence that manmade cli- 
mate modification through the 
burning of fossil fuels — includ- 
ing floods in desert places like 
Las Vegas and prolonged droughts 
in places like Greenbelt — ranks a 
reality. Do we want to wait till 
desertification causes the city to 
turn into a ghost town? By now, 
there must be groups to lobby 


Congress for legislation to reduce 
carbon dioxide output. Any 
chance that the city will join 
forces with any of them? The 
President has always pointed out 
that federal politics also affects lo- 
cal life.

Eulogy from a Brother

William “Bill” or “B” Sharpe 
died on July’7 at'48 years’ of 
agé!o~/AlthouBh Heo had Tived if 
Glen Burnie the past few years, 
he was a Greenbelt boy, mean- 
ing he grew up here with a 
group of other Greenbelt Boys 
such as myself and his close 
friends Micky Johnson, Donald 
and Kenny Nickolson, and many 
others. He hung out at the 
“Center” (Roosevelt) with us, 
laughed with us, and shared 
grief over the too many others 
we have lost too early in life. 
We Greenbelt boys have always 
been like an extended family. 
We keep in touch as best we 
can. Sometimes we don’t see 
each other for awhile, so we 
keep up through other “family” 
members. When we do meet up 
again, we just pick up again 
where we last left off. I regret 
to say that I had not seen Bill in 
a number of years prior to his 
death, but he always knew I 
loved him, as I knew he loved 
me. Bill’s brother Pat remarked 
to me that during Bill’s last 
months in the hospital, when he 
was quite sick, he made the time 
to tend to others who he felt 
were sicker than he. That was 
“B” Sharpe, right up to the end. 
And that is the essence of 
Greenbelt. As I wrote in a song 
for another little friend, 
Greenbelt is “an old fashioned 
place that hasn’t gone stale on 
the kindness you learn from 
your Mama.” Pat provided a 
wonderful eulogy at the memo- 
rial service that made us all feel 
better. It is highlighted by a 
poem, but I think excerpts from 
the greater remarks are worth 
sharing with your readers as 
well. From Pat Sharpe: 

“Bill was my only brother 
and, next to my wife, he was 
my best friend.... He was a lov- 
able character, and was a free 
spirit. -He had a few committed 
relationships with women, but 
somehow remained a bachelor 
his whole life. One of the girl- 
friends in his life had a daughter 


named Kelly. Bill always felt as 
if she was his own daughter, and 
he never ‘stopped loving her-as a 
datightet!! “Hel was? one! Gi the! 


smartest people I have ever 'miét. 


He was very good at crossword 
puzzles and was an expert at the 
television game ‘Jeopardy’.... 
He lived more in 48 years than 
some people live in 98 years.... 
Bill was easygoing, friendly and 
generous by nature. He loved 
Greenbelt and spoke fondly of 
his many friends there.... Bill 
was a blue collar worker through 
and through. He primarily 
worked as an electrician for 
many years. Other jobs that he 
held were fireman (he was a 
volunteer fireman in Greenbelt 
during a part of his life), carpen- 
ter, painter, landscaper, and cab 
driver.....He was a great story- 
teller and could weave a story 
better than most people. Since | 
am one of the family poets, I 
wrote a poem to honor him.

Tell them he loved them, say - 


that he cared

should be given preference for 
spaces, while board member 
Mary” Clash stated’ that’ “thé 
peoplé of Greenbelt deserve more 
{from art] than a parochial view- 
point.” 

Open Studio Time 

As to “open studio time,” 
Bates pointed out that the current 
time requirement of five hours 
per month has been increased 
greatly in the draft proposal. 
(Open studio time is the time art- 
ists are required to keep doors 
open for visits from the public.) 
The board reviewed the proposed 
agreement’s 10 hour-per-week re- 
quirement and recommended 
eight hours per week instead. 
DePlatchett said artists would 
prefer to have a monthly, rather 
than weekly, open hours require- 
ment because monthly hours of- 
fer more flexibility for planning. 
Schaffer responded that the city 
does not object to making the re- 
quired hours monthly. Also, she 
said, the proposed agreement 
would allow 24 hours of “away” 
time (absences) per year. A 
straw vote on recommending to 
the council 32 hours per month 
in studio time with 24 hours per 
year of absence passed with oniy 
one nay. 

Schaffer stated the view that 
Greenbelt artists should be con- 
sidered first for space, with out- 
side artists offered whatever 
space was left. A vote was 
taken, and the board gave unani- 
mous approval to the giving of 
preference. Schaffer stressed that 
Greenbelt residents would also 
receive preference in the jurying 
process, and described how the 
preference would work. 

The proposed new policy will 
also require each artist licensee to 
spend a2 minimum of 16 hours 
per year participating in commu- 
nity arts projects such as lectures, 
classes, or workshops. Board 
members approved this require- 
ment unanimously. 

Whether or not to allow retail 
operations on the second floor 
was discussed. On the sale of 
art work, the new policy would 
restrict it to only that produced 
solely by the artist-licensee. The 
vote on this issue was five ayes, 
three nays, and one abstention. 

Mary Clark suggested that in 
light of the proposed new process 
of jurying, the board should give 
an artist 90 days’ notice if he or 
she were required to vacate the 
space. Her motion passed easily. 

The newly-appointed commit- 
tee will meet some time in Au- 
gust; the full Advisory Board is 
tentatively scheduled to meet next 
on August 26 at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Community Center.

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State Arts Council 


Announces Grants 


Prince George’s County or- 
ganizations will receive 
$404,095 -ifijarts ethnia, Gaver 
nor Parris N. Glendening an- 
nounced in a ceremony held on 
June 4. The Maryland State 
Arts Council recommended, and 
Governor Glendening approved, 
awards totaling $8.5 million in 
matching grants for organiza- 
tions across the state for the 
fiscal year 2000. The matching 
grants will be used to support 
general operations of arts orga- 
nizations, ongoing arts pro- 
grams and arts projects, as well 
as community arts and develop- 
ment initiative projects that 
benefit underserved artists and 
audiences. 

According to Richard C. 
Mike Lewin, Secretary of Busi- 
ness and Economic Develop- 
ment, more than 8.7 million 
people attended arts events in 
Maryland last year. The arts 
have had an economic impact 
of $60 million on the Maryland 
economy,. generating $24 mil- 
lion in state and local taxes. 

Some of the local winners of 
grants from the Maryland State 
Arts Councils were the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, 
$242,115, and the Greenbelt 
Arts Center, $3,000. The 
Maryland Boy Choir, recently 
on tour in Europe, received a 
grant award of $1,000. 
Greenbelter Joan McFarland is- 
the director of the choir.

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Harvest for Hungry Easy Pickin’ at BARC

“Green beans are about 
ready to pick and sweet corn is 
too,” Ted Currier, chief of 
Beltsville Agricultural Center’s 
Land Operations West, told the 
News Review recently. The 
produce, grown in irrigated 
fields near the agency’s Route 
1 buildings, is part of BARC’s 
“Harvest for the Hungry,” a 
program started in 1995 to dis- 
tribute excess produce to needy 
people in the Washington-Balti- 
more area. Food in the fields 
adjoining Greenbelt is grown 
for BARC animals, Currier 
said. 

Groups in the “gleaning net- 
work,” such as Food for Others, 
make reservations to come on 
Thursdays and pick the high- 
quality produce, which they 
distribute to low-income neigh- 
borhoods, residences for the 
elderly, church food pantries 
and the Capital Area Food 
Bank. Each year about 75,000 
pounds of fruits and vegetables 
grown as part of BARC re- 
search programs are harvested 
by gleaners, whose participants 
have an opportunity to meet 
BARC scientists and learn 
about the research. The Capi-

Baki Beats the Bake? 


Many Maryland farm fields 
are withering in this summer’s 
drought, but one man’s field of 
corn, tomatoes, 
loupes are green and offering a 
bountiful harvest. 

These fields defying the 
drought are the work of the 
Agricultural Research Service 
scientist Aref Abdul Baki, a 
plant physiologist at the 
Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center. Abdul Baki has 
developed a farming system 
that not only requires less wa- 
ter but also produces yields 
nearly 50 percent higher for 
less cost. 

His system centers around 
growing crops through a living 
mulch by growing a winter an- 





and canta- 


nual legume called hairy vetch. 

Each fall, Abdul Baki seeds 
his fields with hairy vetch. In 
the spring, the hairy vetch is 
mowed to form a mat through 
which the crops are planted. 
The mat suppresses weeds for 
the first month and then de- 
composes to add nitrogen and 
organic matter to the soil. 

Until this drought began, 
Abdul Baki had been concen- 
trating on environmental ben- 
efits of his system such as 
needing to add less fertilizer 
and pesticides and reduce soil 
compaction. But it turns out 
that the hairy vetch system 
also means fields require less 
water to produce a successful 
crop.

New Benches 

Council unanimously approved 
the proposal by Andrew Canter to 
build six benches.

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New City Bus Service 
Starts in Mid-August

The City of Greenbelt has re- 


cently been. involved with trans- 
portation issues related to both 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) bus 
and rail service as well as the 
Prince George’s County’s pro- 
posed new routes for TheBus. In 
June, letters were sent to both 
agencies seeking information on 
various topics. 
TheBus 

The Prince George’s County 
Department of Public Works and 
Transportation has proposed sev- 
eral Greenbelt-area routes for 
TheBus, smaller buses that serve 
local areas. One route has been 
approved and will begin in mid- 
August. Two other routes are 
being reconsidered. One of these 
routes would have run down 
Lakeside Drive and provoked 
citizen concern due to the width 
and curve of the road. 

Route 11 is the route that will 
begin in mid-August. It will 
serve the western side of the city, 
including the Metro Station, 
Capital Office Park, and the Fed- 
eral Courthouse. All-day service 
to Beltway Plaza and Springhill 
Lake Apartments will also be 
provided by this route. Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Trans- 
portation staff will meet with city 
council in the near future to dis- 
cuss the other bus routes. 

Metro 

Michael McLaughlin, city 
manager, had written to WMATA 
asking about several outstanding 
issues from a meeting held with 
WMATA (Metro) representatives 
more than a year ago. The city 
believes the location of the west- 
bound bus stop opposite 
Greenway Center is very unsafe, 
as it is located on the median 
strip between the new Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway off-ramp 
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Green Ridge House Plans 
For More Parking Done 


Greenman Pedersen, Inc. 
(GPI) has completed construction 
plans for the expansion of the 
Green Ridge House (GRH) park- 
ing lot, according to Terri S. 
Hruby, community planner. The 
final plans represent what was 
presented to and approved by 
city council previously. As ini- 
tially proposed, a total of 14 
spaces will be added to the exist- 
ing parking lot. The proposed 
construction will require the re- 





and Greenbelt Road. WMATA 
responded that they will schedule 
a review of that bus stop with the 
Prince George’s County Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Trans- 
portation and look into its pos- 
sible relocation or improvement. 
The city had asked WMATA 
to investigate moving bike lockers 
closer to the station entrance at 
the Greenbelt Metro Station. The 
WMATA response was that the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
and emergency requirements ne- 
cessitate that the lockers be lo- 
cated at the end of the bus bays 
and cannot be located closer. 
In response to an issue of 
speeding buses within the city, 
WMATA commented that per- 
sons who observe unsafe bus 
driving should report the inci- 
dent to the Office of Consumer 
Assistance at 202-637-1328. 
The report should include the 
four digit bus number, date and 
time of day, and location where 
the violation occurred. 
WMATA did not respond to 
the city’s concern about pedes- 
trian/bike access to the Greenbelt 
Metro Station, the lack of a side- 
walk on the south side of the ac- 
cess road, and lack of well- 
marked pedestrian crossings.

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moval of 10 trees, the majority of 
which are located along the ser- 
vice drive. As hoped, the large 
oak tree adjacent to the service 
drive and the large spruce tree 
located directly in front of Green 
Ridge House, will not require re- 
moval. 

According to Hruby, the re- 
taining wall originally proposed, 
which will be on GRH property, 
will not exceed four feet in 
height and will require minimal 
grading. GPI is recommending a 
retaining wall system that is con- 
structed of textured concrete 
block units (16 inches wide, 6 
inches high, and 12 inches deep) 
that are of an earth tone color. 
The retaining wall system is ex- 
pected to require minimal excava- 
tion, limiting disturbance. It is 
friendly to install and virtually 
maintenance-free, according to 
Hruby. 

GPI has recommended to the 
city that it obtain a temporary 20 
foot construction easement from 
GHI for the construction of the 
retaining wall. The temporary 
easement is to provide the con- 
tractor access and maneuverabil- 
ity room for small equipment 
necessary to install the wall. No 
grading will take place on GHI 
property and the city would re- 
store any disturbed areas. The 
city will need to consult with 
GHI on obtaining a construction 
easement before it can proceed 
to file for necessary permits, 
which are otherwise ready to be 
filed. 

GPI also considered expand- 
ing the parking lot toward 
Ridge Road; however, it agreed 
with city staff’s opinion that 
the presence of utility poles 
would make such.an enlarge- 
ment cost-prohibitive.

FTC Logs 60,000 


Internet Complaints 


The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion says even wary and so- 
phisticated consumers face a 
barrage of fraudulent offers 
through Internet auctions and 
newspaper ads every day. The 
FTC ought to know: last year, 
the agency logged in over 
60,000 complaints from con- 
sumers. 

Now, the FTC ts making it 
easier and cheaper for consum- 
ers to report a fraud to the law 
enforcement agency through a 
toll-free Consumer Help Line, 
1-877-FTC-HELP (1-877-382- 
4357). The line is staffed by 
counselors from 9 a.m. to 8 
p.m., Eastern time, Monday 
through Friday. 

Consumer fraud complaints 
to the FTC are entered into a 
database that is available to 
nearly 200 law enforcement 
agencies in the U.S. and 
Canada. The information is 
used to spot fraudulent activ- 
ity, trends and wrong-doers 
and stop them. Consumer 
complaint information is cru- 
cial to the enforcement of con- 
sumer protection laws. 


Co-op Burns — Almost

It was a few minutes before 
the 9 a.m. opening, Tuesday 
Fuity' 27." Dave Brinks ‘was 
walking around the Co-op, ‘as 
usual. He smelled smoke. He 
called Jimmy Norris, a con- 
tract refrigeration mechanic, 
over. “You smell that?” he 
said. Norris’ response was au- 
tomatic. “You'd better call the 
fire department.” 

When Dave Brinks called the 
Fire Department, Berwyn 
Heights and the Greenbelt Vol- 
unteer Fire Department both 
came. There were a pump 
truck and a ladder truck in the 
parking lot. There was another 
pump truck on Centerway by 
the Beijing. There were two 
more trucks by the Post Office. 
All around there were firemen, 
all in fire running gear, with 
fire hats, and all carrying air 
breathing units. | 

The Co-op is a large store. 
There are four separate large air 
compressor systems, irrespective 
of refrigeration units. The Fire 
Departments took no chances. 
They sent enough hardware and 
people to deal with the prob- 
lem. They were all business. 
All those firemen and all that 
hardware. They might have 
needed all the hardware. 

Jimmy Norris, the refrigera- 
tion mechanic, thought he 
might know where the problem 
was. The smoke was getting 
into the Co-op through the air 
ducts from the basement. He 
went down to the Greenbelt 
Arts Center (GAC). He found 
the room containing one of the 
large compressor units. The 
room was full of smoke. It 
was hard to breathe. He 
quickly felt all the panels. He 
jumped when he felt the culprit. 
It was the main feed to the 
compressor, a 56 ton unit. He 
quickly found the power and 
shut it off. He discovered that 
the feed to the compressor had 
short-circuited, burning a hole 
in its cover on the motor, and 
blowing a 100 amp fuse, one of 
three that protect the motor. 
Meanwhile, the starter (for the 
compressor) was melting, creat- 
ing the heat that made Norris 
jump. His comment: “It’s a 
good thing this happened now, 
just before the store opened. If 
it had been at night, this build- 
ing wouldn't be here now.”

lawyer, joined GATE: when board 
member Harriette Phelps asked her 
in August 1997 whether she would 
like to become their treasurer. Ini- 
tially Siegel hesitated but then took 
over for Phelps who traveled 
abroad for a year. 

As a working mother of eight 
and grandmother of seven, Siegel 
believes her program at GATE is 
instrumental as a modern continua- 
tion of the oral history tradition of 
women. It is important to our 
daughters and granddaughters to 
understand as we understand from 
our mothers and grandmothers what 
the journey has been like in the last 
half of the 20th century,” remarks 
Siegel. 

Siegel does not only remind 
women of their shared history, 
however. She also stresses that de- 
veloping a television program is not 
complicated. She insists that every- 
one is capable of producing a show. 
Production manager Christopher 
Konkel, for example, simply copied 
photographs of well-known women 
of accomplishment, which he uses 
for the program’s lead-ins, from the 
Internet — a tool readily available 
at GATE. 

“The program is put together in 
such a way as to give people some 
ideas of how they might want to 
produce programs of their own,” 
says Siegel. Thus, the interviews 
follow a simple model: “Woman’s 
Work” starts out with an introduc- 
tion in each subject’s work environ- 
ment. Next, Siegel interviews her 
guest in the GATE studio on the 
second floor of the Community 
Center. There, Siegel and her guest 
speak about the interviewee’s life, 
education and job, present accom- 
plishments, and future projects. 

After choosing a lead-in for the 
show, designing the program’s cred- 
its and filming the actual interview, 
the remaining task is editing the 
footage. Before airing, Konkel and 
Siegel edit the shows by using so- 
phisticated digital editing technol- 
ogy available at GATE to anyone 
willing to learn. 

Siegel does not only encourage 
people to watch an episode of 
‘““Woman’s Work” on cable channel 
B10 on Wednesday and Friday eve- 
nings at 7 p.m. but also invites resi- 
dents to profile persons or groups 
of people who contribute to this 
community. Anyone can create his

A heart murmur is an extra sound one hears with a stethoscope when listening to the heart. 
Usually one hears two heart beats through one cycle. Those beats reflect the contraction of the four 
chambers of the heart at various times. A murmur between the first and second sounds is called 
SYSTOLIC; between the second and the next first sounds is called DIASTOLIC. About a third to a 
half of all children have heart murmurs now and then, and almost all of them are innocent (also 
called functional or physiological), which means that they are not caused by any anatomical 
problem in the heart. They should be totally ignored. All innocent murmurs are systolic (but not all 
systolic murmurs are innocent). All diastolic murmurs are pathological—that means they are always 
caused by some sort of heart disorder. 


When a doctor hears a systolic murmur, how does he know if it is innocent or not? Usually the 
loudness, location, and quality of the murmur make it obvious that it is definitely one or the other. 
Sometimes, however, listening alone leaves us uncertain about the nature of the murmur. If we are 
not sure that the murmur is innocent, we may order an EKG (electrocardiogram), a chest x-ray, and 
echocardiogram, or even an angiogram to help us decide whether we are dealing with an innocent 
murmur, or some sort of heart disease. If we are still unsure, we will refer the patient to a cardiolo- 


gist (heart specialist). 


In the old days most doctors did not tell parents about innocent murmurs, because it worried 
parents needlessly, and no treatment was needed. Nowadays, when most children are seen by more 
than one doctor, it is important for parents to know about heart murmurs so when their child is 
examined for sports, military service, schools, emergency situations, new doctors, etc. there will be 
no need for those doctors to wonder how long the murmur has been present, and what kind it was. 


If you are told that your child has an innocent murmur, don’t get upset, and don’t go running to 


consultants. Put it out of your mind. Under no circumstances should you turn your child into a
